Natty Marine Uniform Changed to 
Closely 
Represent That Worn 
by 
Rebel Veterans in Pickens Ranks. 


Following the route taken by Gene­ 
ral Pickett, at the head of his 4,800 
Confederate troops, on that hot af­ 
ternoon of July 3, 1863, when they 
charged the Federal lines, at the point 
now known as the High Water Mark 
of the Rebellion, a skeletonized army 
of United States Marines, Wednesday 
afternoon, made the same charge, with 
fixed bayonets, hut not under the 
fierce artillery fire of canister, which 
greeted the Confederate soldiers, 59 
years ago. Instead of suffering losses 
of 2.000 killed and wounded, as did the 
Confederates in 
crossing this

than a mile of open country, to en­ 
gage in a hand to hand conflict against 
insurmountable 
odds,
